TRADE UNION ISTS who 


's attended the Mexico City. meet- 


ing the last week of December 
could expose, if they would, 
some of the demagogy in Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's State of the 
Union message. 

President promised to 
“continue to develop harmoni- 
ous and beneficial cooperation” 
in the Western Hemisphere. 


But U. S. labor: delegates to

Forum of 
Texas revealed how. the Mexi-- 
cans, both “wetbacks” and con- 
tract workers, live in river-bank 
caves and other hovels while 
working for as little as 25 cents 
an hour. In ‘some of ~ these 
camps, disease rates have risen 
far above those in. other parts 
of the state.

inent Eisenhower backers, such 
as Governor Allan Shivers, and 
the bigwigs of the McCarthyite 
following in Texas, were directly 
engaged’ in this inhuman = ex- 
ploitation on their own prop- 
erties.
